GERMANY’S DELEGATES 
ALREADY IN PETROGRAD 


Kaiser’s Agents Are Allow- 
ed to Spread Their Propa- 
ganda and German News- 
papers Are Circulating 
Freely. 


New York, December 29.—-(By Asso- 
elated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—Petrograd special dis- 
patches do not indicate clearly what 
the reception has been in Russia of 
the central powers’ reply -to the Rus- 
sian peace proposals. One view taken 
is that northern Russia is disposed 
to accept peace on almost any terms, 
while the attitude of the remainder 
of the nation is uncertain. Another 
correspondent considers the Bolshe- 
viki disheartened at the German 
declination to accept the principle 
that nationalities hitherto *without 
political independence be allowed to 
decide their own future, this refusal 
being considered a stumbling block 
for further negotiations. 

Meanwhile Germans who have ar- 
rived in Petrograd are being permit- 
ted to spread their propaganda, and 
German newspapers are circulating 
freely. Postal service with entente 
countries, on the other hand, is lack- 
ing, and allied residents of Petrograd, 
as well as the Russians as a whole, 
remain in complete ignorance of what 
has gone on in allied countries for 
the past six weeks. 


TROTZKY GIVES 
ALLIES TEN DAYS. 


London, December 29.—Leon Trotzky, 
the Bolsheviki foreign minister, ac- 
cording to a special dispatch from 
Petrograd, yesterday informed 
workmen's and soldiers’ council that 
he would officially ask the entente 
powers whether they intended to sup- 
port the Russian or the German peace 
proposals,.or whether they would pro- 
pose some alternative terms.

$73 PER TON MINIMUM

Buyers of cotton seed are warned 
not to pay less than this price, and 
farmers are requested to report all vio- 
lations of the law to the state feod 
administrator, who is charged with 
the duty of its enforcement.

Rumors Current in Petro- 


grad That Ferdinand Has 
Abdicated in Favor of 
- Crown Prince Charles. 


Petrograd, December 29.—There are 
persistent. rumors here that King Fer- 
dinand of Rumania has abdicated in 
favor of Crown Prince Charles. 


Disturbed condifions in Rumania 
were reported in a dispatch from Pe- 
trograd dated Monday. It was said 
that news of a revolutjonary plot 
against King Ferdinand had been re- 
ceived at the Bolshevik headquarters 
in Petrograd. Other reports, it was 
added, tended to confirm indications -of 
a political crisis. Except for this 
there has been little news from Ru- 
mania since the Rumanian army was 
forced to agree to an armistice on the 
eastern front. It -had been reported 
that Bolshevik and German propagan- 
dists were at work among the Rumanian 
troops. 

King Ferdinand, who is a member of 
the Hohenzollern family, succeeded his 
uncle, King CHarles, in October, 1914, 
King Charles having died at Sinaia 
on October 10. Rumania declared war/| 
on Austria on August 27, 1916, and 
King Ferdinand took personal com- 
mand of the army shortly thereafter. 

King Ferdinand is the son of Prince 
Leopold of Hoherizollern-Sigmaringen, 
and two of his brothers are generals in 
the German army.*~ He was.born at 
Sigmaringen August 24, 1865.

Queen Marie of Rumania, who was a 
duchess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, is a 
granddaughter of Queen Victoria of 
Great Britain and was married to King 
Ferdinand on January 10, 1893. 

Since Rumania’s entrance into the 
war, more than two-thirds of her ter- 
ritory has been overrun by the enemy. 
The royal family fled from the capital, 
Bucharest, in the fall of 1916, and since 
that time has been at Jassy.

TO FIGHT MOONSHINING 


Will Seek to Deprive Moon- 
shiners of Corn, Sugar and 
Cotton Seed Meal. 


The federal food administration for 
Georgia, in enforcing the food regu- 
lations as to sugar, cottonseed meal 
and corn, proposes also to lend a hand 
in the enforcement of thé “bone dry” 
prohibition law of Georgia and aid in 
the curtailment of the illicit manuvu- 
facture of liquor in this state by cut- 
ting off the supply to “moonshiners” 
of these three principal ingredients fot 
“moonshine” liquor in Georgia. 

In a statement issued from the of- 
fice of the food adminijstrator Satur- 
day, it is stated that the administra- 
tion is apprised of the violation of the 
“bone dry” law in not less than 


twelve GeBrgia counties, these viola- 
tions being .accomplished through the 
Violation of the food administration 
regulations. 

For conviction of violation of the 
food administrations, the violator is 
liable to a maximum of $5,000 fine, two 
years’ imprisonment, either or both, 
and, says the food administrator, “It 
will be the purpose of ‘this office to 
put a stop.to illegal use of these arti- 
cles (sugar, cottonseed meal and 
corn) by the moonshiners in Georgia 
under the feod control laws.”

Troeh, Former Amateur Champion, Is Credited -With 
Highest Run of the Year, 284—3,845 Shooters 
. Had Runs Better Than 50, of Which 11 
Were Over 200.

That trapshooters are becoming more 
proficient each year is evidenced by the 
remarkable number of long runs made. 
Records are compiled only of the runs 
of 50 straighttor better, and in 1917 
there were 2,829 runs between 50 and 
14, 691 runs between 75 and 99 and 324 
runs over 100, a total of 3,845 runs of 


50 or better. 


The quality of the shooters appears to 
improve with quantity, for there are 
more devotees of the ‘sport alluring 
each year. There were more men and 
women at the. traps in 1917 than in 
any other year and the scores were bet- 
ter. Some of the performances were 
remarkable. The shooting far sur- 
passed. that of 1916. 

The best run of the year was made 
by an amateur—Frank Troeh, of Van- 
couver, Wash., the 1916 Washington 
State and National Champion. ‘ He 
broke 284 straight at Seattle, Wash,, 
April 29-30. 

‘The longest run of the year by a 
professional was 261, by Hugh Poston, 
of Los Angeles, Cal. He made this at 
the Pacific Coast handicap at San Jose.

“One of the marvels of the automo- 
bile industry is the manner in which 
it has solved knotty problems and 
found solutions to so many seemingly 
unsurmountable difficulties, says Mr. 
J. M. Boykin, local distributor of Olds- 
mobiles. “It nas always had to wres- 
tle with new and unkn®wn conditions 
and has always found a way out. 

“Being a new industry, there oft- 
times were no precedents for it to fol- 
low, and it has been repeatedly obliged 
to devise ways and means to meet new 
conditions. Moreover, the demand for 
its products thrust the industry. at 
once into quantity production and made 
necessary quick action and quick de- 
cision. That is one of the reasons

andle automobiles. They have 
been diverted to move government 
supplies and the country’s food prod- 
ucts. Small box cars, flat cars and 
similar equipment are being used, but 
there is not enough of them. 


“Who would ever think of loading 
automobiles with their front ends 
sticking up in the air? Yet that is 
just what the Oldsmobile traffic de- 
partment is doing. They take a flat 
car and build a heavy frame work 
around it about 6 feet high of 6x6 tim- 
bers. There are heavy cross mem- 
bers at the top of this frame into 
which the front wheels of the automo- 
bile rest while the hind wheels rest on 
the floor and carry most of the weight. 

“The Oldsmobile is then loaded un- 
der its own power, being driven up 
on skids at almost a 40-degree grade. 
When the front wheels drop into place 
the car rests at an angle of about 33 
degrees. It is then securely anchored 
and covered with heavy canvas. When 
the loading is completed, it looks some- 
thing like four circus elephans stand- 
ing with their forelegs on one another’s 
backs. 

“Obviously, a car must have power 
and stamina, and brakes must be ab- 
solutely dependable to load them in 
this manner. Labor is scarce and this 
operation takes four times as long to 
load a machine as Ordinary loading. 
The material and lumber are consider- 
able. But it enables four machines 
to be shipped in the space formerly oc- 
cupied by two. Certainly no indus- 
try is doing more to conserve railroad 
equipment.”

for every man, woman and child in the 
eountry a profitable, simple and secure

a war-savings certificate. 

When you purchase a $5 stamp, you 
must attach it to an engraved folder 
known as a Ph ake trmiye yy Certificate,” 
which bears the name of the purchaser 
and can be cashed ofily by the person 
whose name appears upon the certifi- 
cate, except in case of death or disabil- 
ity. This certificate contains 20 spaces. 
If these are all filled with war savings 
stamps between December 3, 1917 and 
January 31, 1918, the cost to the pur- 
chaser will be $82.40, and on January 
1, 1923, the government will pay the 
owner of the certificate $100—a net 
profit to the holder of $17.60. This is 
based on an interest rate of 4 per 
yoent MT RS quarterly from Jan- 
wary 2, 1918. e amount of war sav- 
ings stamps sold to any one person at 
any time shall not exceed $100 (ma- 
turity value), and no person may hold 
such stamps or war savings certificates

“Our war budget,” said Mr. Vanderlip, “though expressed in terms of 
money, is really a budget of things. The monéy must be translated into 
arms, clothing, food and transportation for troops; and it is a gigantic under- 
taking. Each time you or I insist upon some luxury that we can ‘well do 
without, we postpone just that much longer the victorious ending of the war.

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A SECTIONAL BARK. 


The New York World devotes a leading 
editorial to a lugubrious discussion of the 
subject: “Democracy Betrayed by the 
South.” 

It reiterates the charge that the negroes 
of the south are forbidden the enjoyment 
ef their constitutional right of suffrage, and 
it threatens punitive consequences, “what- 
ever these may be,” if the national prohibi- 
tion amendment is ratified with the concur- 
yence of southern legislatures. fe 

“For forty years,” says The World— 


“the right of negro citizens to vote in 
the south has been persistently denied 
and the penalties provided by the consti- 
tution have never been enforced. No south- 
ern state has ever suffered a reduction 

’ {m ite representation through its refusal 
to permit negroes to vote, although the 
provision of the constitution is manda- 
tery upon congress, 

“This over-representation which the 
south has held for more than a genera- 
tion {it owes to the northern democrats, 
who have protected the southern states 
from a punishment which democrats in 
general have deemed a gross infringe- 
ment upon the sovereign right of every 
state to regulate its own life and its own 
affairs. But the southern states are now 
preparing to acquiesce in such infringe- 
ment and to nullify the principle of local 
self-government to which the democratic 
party has tenaciously adhered since the 
time of Jefferson. Their senators and 
representatives in congress have already 
voted for such nullification in the reso- 
lution submitting to the legislatures of 
the several states the prohibition amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 

_ States, and practically all of the southern 

legislatures are expected to ratify it. 
“ . Men like Claude Kitchin have been 
treating the rest of the country like a 
conquered province, imposing outrageous 
burdens of taxation and giving as little 
as possible in return. The price of wheat 
for the northern farmer is fixed by due 
process of law, but the southern farmer 
is allowed to charge for his cotton all 
that the traffic will bear and is demand- 
ing more. All those chickens will come 
home to roost some day.” 


This is a sectional bark, wholly unworthy 
sO great a newspaper as The New York 
World, and it goes to an extreme never ex- 
ceeded by even the most rabid republican 
newspaper in the country. 

If it means anything, it means that the 
liquor interests in the United States are 
turning to the negro as their reserve force 
to defeat national prohibition. In other 
words, The World upbraids the south, which, 
it says, has disfranchised the negroes, for 
voting, through its representatives in con- 
gress, practically solidly for the submission 
of the national prohibition amendment to the 
state legislatures. 

Therefore, The Worid would forcibly en- 
franchise the negroes in order that the 
south may be broken in its solidarity, and 
that the liquor forces may receive the sup- 
port of this section’s voting strength! If 
it means anything it means nothing less 
than that.

SAVE THIS GIFT! 


A meeting of the business men of At- 
lanta will be held in the assembly hall of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, next 
Monday morning at 11 o'clock, for the pur- 
pose of undertaking to raise the $156,000 ad- 
ditional to the $35,000 already contributed, 
thus completing the requisite fund of $50,000 
to make available Julius Rosepwald’s dona- 
tion of $25,000 for the proposed negro Young 
Men’s Christian association building in this 
city. 

Of the $35,000 already raised more has 
been contributed directly by the negroes of 
Atlanta than by those of any other city in 
the south. 

With it the foundation and frame-work 
of a five-story concrete.building has been 
erected, but there the work had to stop be- 
cause of the lack of funds with which to go 
on with it. 

With this very small amount yet needed, 
the white people of Atlanta should deem it 
a pleasure as well as a privilege to get back 
of so worthy a movement. 

The negroes themselves,in small amounts 
of from less than one dollar up, in proportion 
with their ability, have contribyted by the 
thousands to this fund. They have shown 
their good faith in all of their churches, to 
the fullest extent of their capacity, and now 
they ask the white people to complete the 
job; and they make this call for the reason 
that the Rosenwald offer expires by limita 
tion next Monday night. : 

In other words, if this item of $15,000 is 
rdised by Monday night a cash donation of 
$25,000 additional becomes immediately 


‘available, whereas, if it is not raised by Mon- 


day night, $25,000 in cash is lost to Atlanta! 
It simply means the giving of $15,000 to 
secure $25,000! 

. The completion of this negro Y. M. C. A. 
building will mean the establishing of a civic 
center that will reach and serve the entire ne- 
gro population of the city, and the construct- 
ing of a building that will be an everlasting 
workshop for the making of good citizenship. 
The making of good citizens among the ne- 
groes will raise the standard of good citi- 
zenship of the city’s entire Soare wpe white 
as well as black. 

The success of this movement will af- 
fect, directly or indirectly, every household 
in the city, of either race. There never was, 
in fact, a.more worthy appeal made to the 
white people of Atlanta than in this in- 
stance; and The Constitution has no doubt 
but that, when the merits of the under 
taking are fully-understood and appreciated, 
this small amount of money required will be 
promptly forthcoming. | 


PREPARE FOR CANNING. 


The time to begin preparations for the 
preserving of next year’s food crops is now; 
not when the crops are nearing maturity 
next spring and summer. 

Arrangements for cans and preservatives 
and canning facilities and equipment should 
right now be in the making, so as to insure 
against congestion, want of requisites and 
inevitable loss when the crops are ready to 
gather and when weeks become priceless 
and days golden.

So long as shop-keepers and 
pawnbrokers may continue supplying guns 
and pistols for from $1 up to whomsoever 
would buy, regardless of race, color, charac 
ter, past record or probable future inten- 
tions, the process of arresting and “binding 
over” and fining ahd bartering for another 
gun may be expected to go on indefinitely— 
and it all means more or less business, with- 
out fail, for the undertaker and the hang- 
man as well as for the pistol-seller, the 
“cops,” the courts and the jails. 

The pistol-seller and the blind tiger each 
is @ menace te the community—potentially 
even @ greater menace than the pistol-toter 
or the booze-drinker, though ‘perhaps not di- 
rectly so. Combined, they constitute a ma- 
lignant danger to life. 

It’s high time to stamp out both evils— 
the whisky and the gun. And if legislation, 
additional to what we already have, is need- 
ed, let’s have it!

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SOLDIERS OF THE LEGION 


By Paul Rockwell, former reporter on The Constitution. 


' 3.—The Greek Who Died for France.

Paris.—There were forty of us in the 
big room at the Caserne Perignon, Toulouse. 
Twenty-eight nationalities were represented, 
and every class of society, from a young 
baron, a .scion of one of Norway's oldest 
families, ‘who had engaged in the Legion 
from a sincere desire to help France, down 
to a dirty, fat, shop-keeping Turkish Jew, 
who bandidly stated that he was a volunteer 
because it. would help his business after the 
war. 

There was a Cingalese, a Pittsburg mil- 
lionaire, a native Egyptian, a New Orleans- 
negro barber; there were sailors. writers, 
artists and thieves. A more conglomerate 
and diverse lot of mankind was never thrown 
together in the same room, 

Every man was suspicious of his neigh- 
bor, and we watched each other with the 
covert glances that animals give each other. 
The likeness to a menagerie was heightened 
at meal time, when the din and disputing 
was deafening. It was “The Legion” in the 
making. : 

The cot on my left was occupied by my 
brother: on the other side slept a little Greek 
lad, not more than twenty years old. He 
had the fierce air of a mountaineer, and was 
fond of sighting his rifle at his comrades 
and making feints with his bayonet, activi- 
ties which would have gained him eight days 
marching up and down the narrow court- 
yard, with seventy-five pounds’ equipment 
on his back, had the corporal seen him. 

At first I did not like the little Greek, 
but soon I found him to be a good comrade. 
One day I came in dead tired from a march, 
on which the Greek had not gone. It was 
my day to bring the big “marmite” of meat 
stew for the mess from the kitchen, but see- 
ing my fatigue, the Greek insisted on going 
for me. After eating, he washed out the 
greasy ‘‘marmite,” which ia the final proof 
of devotion in the Legion. 

The Greek was unfortunately slow about 
learning to. drill. On the rifle. range his 
work was perfect, but he could not march 
in step or made the “demi-tour.” To his 
sorrow he was put in the awkward squad, 
and left at Toulouse for further training 
when the rest of us went to the front, 

As we marched out the caserne grounds, 
proudly in step and with band and flag- 
bearers leading us, I saw the little Greek, 
wistfully standing near the gate, in a group 
of rookies clad in dirty white exercising 
suits. He waved me a smiling good-bye, 

When the First Foreign regiment charged 
the Germans north of Arras, they drove them 
rapidly back. The Legionnaires advanced 
‘by leaps and bounds, taking advantage of 


fire. 
‘Kiffin Rockwell and Paul Pavelka were 


fighting along the Bethune-Arras road, and 
paused for a rest at a place where the banks 
were high. 

Suddenly, down the road from im front of 
them, there came running a soldier in the 
uniform of the Legion. He was bloody, and 


fas he neared the two Americans, Kiffin rec- 


ognized him as the little Greek of Toulouse. 

The Greek reached his comrades, then, 
waving his hands with a dramatic gesture, 
cried, “Volontaire Grec, mort pour France,” 
and fell in a heap at their feet.

Jimmie Bracy, a gingerbread colored darky, 
who hails from Portsmouth, Virginia. Jim- 
mie came to Bordeaux on a vattle boat, got 
stranded and applied to the United States 
consul there for aid. The consul suggested 
that Jimmie go into the Legion, as the negro 
was a bad sailor and didn’t crave a quick 
return trip across the Atlantic. So Jimmie 
joined the Legion. 

Upon arriving at La Valbonne and hear- 
ing tales of the front told by the veterans, 
Jimmie decided that the. life of a soldier was 
not for him. So he began walking cross- 
legged and reporting at sick-call every day, 
Saying that he had rheumatism in his feet. 


‘The doctor was taken in at first by Jimmie’s 


woe-begone appearance and put him on the 
list as exempt from service. 

A few nights later Jimme was in the 
“Foyer du Soldat,” when Dubois, an Amer- 
ican volunteer, who is “some piano-man,” 
seated himself at the piano and began play- 
ing American rags. Jimmie had difficulty 
in keeping still. Finally, Dubois started ,up 
‘“‘on the Mississippi” and the darkie could 
stand it no longer. Climbing up on a table, 
he gave a firgt-class exhibition of old Vir- 
ginia buck and wing dancing. 

Enmgrossed in “shaking his feet,” and 
fairly revelling in the delighted applause of 
his comrades, the dancer did not note the 
entrance of two officers and the doctor. The 
latter watched the darkié’s performance with 
interest, and applauded loudly, but the next 
day Jimmie was back in ranks with the 
other boys. His pretext of “lame feet” did 
not keep him from seeing the first-line 
trenches, but before the Legion attacked in 
the Somme, Jimmie found a _ regimental 
doctor who was not “on to him,” and so 
successfully feigned “lame feet” that he was 
sent back to a hospital, and not into the 
bayonet charge.

Trum- 
pets in the capital and drums upon the wateh 
towers called the peope to the seashore 
to ransom as they could.: A rich youth 
would purchase the freedom of a man him- 
self; those who ,had leds wealth would 
combine to help ont prisoner; the very poor 
would give trinkets and trifles so that the 
the total gifts of many might free another. 

Once a Great Trade Emporium. 

Gaza has, of quite recent years, revived 
its trade in barley, and has sent as much 
as thirty thousand tons a year to Great 
Britain. It was, for many centuries, a great 
emporium of trade, dealing*in western goods 
as well as eastern. India’s wealth has al- 
ways flowed to the center-of the world’s in- 
fluence, and when Rome was at the height 
of its power tta commerce with India was 
remarkable. One of the great caravan routes 
which. crossed the desert laden with rich 
merchandise for Rome passed through Gaza 
on its way to Petra and Forath. 


The pilgrims of Mecca and Medina today 
consider it not merely lawful, but expedi- 
ent, to trade on the way. Long before Mecca 
was sacred to Mohammed it was a holy city, 
and its enterprising people had made it @ 
great commercial center. In an unsettled 
country goods can only» be conveyed by 
caravan if religion watches over them; other- . 
wise, they are plundered. The people of 
Mecca always made the Bedouins profusely 
welcome, and thus established a vast trade 
in hides, fruits and general merchandise 
They traded throughout Syria and far be- 
yond. Caravans going to Gaza, which was — 
their chief Mediterranean port for trade — 
with the western lands, frequently carried 
goods whose worth ran into a present value — 
of half a mfilion Apllars. That trade, which — 
has largely disappeared, is capable of ‘re+ — 
vival under a settled form of government. 

Gaza was of strategical as well as of 
commercial importance, lying, as it did, on 
the great highway from Egypt to Syria, 


with numerous branch roads running through | s 


or by it. tts history is one of constant . 
struggles for its possession, and of constant 
and persistent fighting for its independence, . 
The sieges to which it has been subjected 
are remarkable both in number and in im- 
portance, even in the story of a country con- 
stantly immersed, by its geographical posi- 
tion, in warfare. When Alexander the Great 
besieged it, its walls were so strong that it 
took the best engineering skill of the Greeks 
two months to reduce it. 
Conquered and Sacked by Greeks. 

Sacked like Tyre, its inhabitants suffered 
a like fate. At Tyre, two thousand male 
fnhabitants were hanged upon the seashore 
—the rest, with all the women and children, 
were sold into slavery. It was near Gaza, 
too, that the Latin kingdom was dealt a 


. fatal blow by the Sultan of Babylon, who 


hired the barbaric Kharizmians to assault 
the Christian army. Templars and Hos- 
pitallers took parts in this tremendous battle, 
and few -survived. Jerusalem, as a conse- 
quence, was lost to Christendom to the pres-/ 
ent day. Napoleon took the city; so, toa, 
did Ibrahim Pasha, the viceroy of Hgypt 
under command of the aggressive Mehemet 
Ali. 

The populatiog of the country, of which 
Gaze and its sister cities play so important 
a part, is very mixed. There were foreign 
elements among the Israelites themselves 
when they arrived in the Promised Land. 
Later on they absorbed the Canaanites, and. 
the Moabites and the Philistines merged 
gradually into the new nationality. From 
the time of the exile there came from the . 
east colonies to settle; the Arameans even 
made their language the tongue of the peo« 
ple. Greek and Roman colonies came, toa, 
and Arab influence had always been at work, 
and after the Moslem conquest it became 
dominant. 

In Gaza today the chief language spoken - 
is still Arabic and the fellahin are both dili.{ © 
gent and thrifty in their habits. They are 
preyed upon by wandering Bedouins, a prac- . 
tice admired in Stamboul, for the Turks 
believe in dividing in order to rule, and for 
centuries they have had no chance to éon~ 
solidate their nationality, or to develop their 
agriculture or commerce. The population is 
less than a quarter what it was centuries 
ago. Yet Gaza and other cities of Palestine 
are so magnificently placed that they might 
readily be restored to their ancient prestige, 
especially now that Arabia, under its new 
king, is making such remarkable progress; 
and that Mesopotamia is ready and willing | 
for trade, once the caréyan routes are made 
commercially safe. That restoration and 
regeneration can only take place when the 
rule of the Osmanli*Turk is banished,

The beginning of another calendar 
- ‘year is a logical and inevitable time 
for taking an account of stock in that 
' ‘business which is now the main occu- 
pation of the world, the business of 
war. With what prospects do we begin 
the new twelve months, with what 
profits and bad debts carried forward 
from the year that has ended? 

No man who had lived through the 
last year could fail to realize that 
there had been a marked change in 
the feeling of all the peoples at wear. 
The desire for peace has grown since 
this time last year, when the allied 
mations were flatly declining those 
Germany peace proposals which were 
designed to give Germany a victorious 
peace while she was yet in a position 
to realize on her profits. 

The year that is closing has seen 
the postponement, if not the final ban- 
igshment, of many hopes, of German 
hopes quite as much as allied hopes. 
A year ago the allied nations, still 
unaware that the old regime in Rus- 
sia had betrayed them and that the 
revolution was soon to remove Rus- 
sia from the battle line, could look 
forward to 1917 as a victory year. The 
Germans, knowing the Russian situa- 
tion, could expect that the coming 
Russian collapse would leave the west- 
ern allies no choice but to make a dis- 
advantageous peace. 

The Russian Collapse. 

The Russian collapse came, and with 
it the allied hopes of a decision in 1917 
vanished. But before the elimination 
of Russia’ was clear to the world, be- 
fore Germany could capitalize the mor- 
al and military consequences of the 
Slav state, the United States entered the 
war on the allied side, bringing a moral 
influence which quite dissipated the ef- 
fects of Russian desertion and was 
bound, in due course of time, to pro- 
vide a military contribution which 
would replace the Russian share in al- 
lied warfare. 

And so the allies, who, still trusting 
Russia, had hoped to win, and the Ger- 
mans, who had expected tg triumph, 
knowing Russia, were equally disap- 
pointed. Both sides were compelled to 
recognize that no decision could be 
had, and both sides are bound to realize 
now, as the New Year opens, that the 
charice of victory in 1918 is small, be- 
eause America cannot make any deci- 
sive contribution to the campaign of the 
coming year, and her contribution is 
essential to an allied victory. The Ger- 
mans, on their side, are bound to rec- 
ognize, presently, that they have not 
left the resources necessary to obtain 
that decision in the west which escaped 
them at the Marne and at Verdun. They 
must perceive, too, that the allies, 
knowing that the United States is com- 
ing up, will hold on with new energy 
and fresh determination. 

The Submarines Failed. 

One other balance there is to be 
struck. The German had hoped to find 
in the submarine a weapon to force the 
allies to make a negotiated peace in 
1917; the weapon failed and despite its 
past ravages and present peril is no 
longer regarded in or out of Germany 
as likely to win the war. By contrast, 
the allies, when they began to recog- 
nize the extent of Russian collapse, 
sought in Flanders to push home an 
attack which would compel the Ger- 
mans to shortn their lines and evacuate 
most of western France before they 


could withdraw troops from the eastern 
front in sufficient numbers to stay the 
British attack. By an inconsiderable 
margin, but by a safe eg the Ger- 
mans got their troops back, the British 
thrust failed, the chance of clearing 
northern France has gone, perhaps un- 
til the d when a million American 
troops restore the advantage vf num- 
bers té the foes of Germany.

Russia Confirmed Slavery. 


It is a grim bit of humor that 
Russian revolution, which was to a 
men and to bring justice to mankind, 
has, as one of ita first consequences, 
dashed the hopes for liberation of many 
millions of men and women in Europe. 
Proclaiming peace, the Russian extrem- 
ists have unmistakably prolonged the 
war; proteasing to bring liberty, they 
have helped to confirm the slavery of 
Poles, Czechs, Rumanians and Serbs 
and Austria, as well as on their own 
frontiers. 

The greatest dangors that now face 
the world are not that Germany will 
win the war, that she will enslave Bel- 
sium or reduce France to the estate of 
a vassal. These dangers are no longer 
real, What is to be feared is that the 
growth of war weariness will bring 
with it a rapid abandonment of all the 
idealistic aspirations of the nations at 
war with Germany, and that the close 
of the war will see, not a settlement, 
not a general liquidation. but a per- 
petuation of all the old problems, out 
of which the war came and out of 
which other wars seem bound to come.

He says the only way for America 
to carry her financial burden is to 
eet her industries at top 8s of 
P uctivity. 


“We are embarked on a campaign 
to raise $2,000,000,000 by the sale 
thrift and war savings stamps,” hé 
says.

“If we are to raise these loans we 
must have prosperous business. The 
president last June remarked that not . 
only was this no time to allow any 
slowing up of business, but that it 
was a time when ever sensible 
process of stimulation should be used. 

“I heartily agree with secretary Mc- 
Adoo when he recently said that the 
nation had borne the financial bur- 
dens of the war well because of healthy 
business conditions. And the corol- 
lary is that if we are to continue to 
bear those burdens well we must pre- 
serve, and not impair, those heaithy 
business conditions. 

“There must be no waste—there must 
be conservation of food -and fuél. 
There is a danger the public may 
carry economy to a point where it 
will cripple business. And if any- 
thing could better give aid and com- 
fort to the enemy than a business 
depression and panic, I do not know 
what it is. 

. “England, France and Germany have 
been waging war for more than three 
years. Germany has raised over 14 
per cent of her taxes, 5&6 
er cent by loans; France, 16 per cent 
> taxes and 84 cent by loans; Eng- 
land, 26 per cent by taxes and 74 per 
cent by loans. But we, in our eight 
months of war, have raised 387 per 
cent by taxes and only 63 r cent 
by loans. Those taxes fall chiefly on 
industry and the wealth produced rid 
industry. If industry fails, they fail, 
too.” ;

“The real fundamental and economic 
relief is. the coming of the corn crop, 
the greatest crop we have ever known 
in many years. It is now practically 
four weeks behind time, due to many 
causes. I expect that by January 15 
this great crop will have been started 
on the way to consumers through the 
various channels. ~ 

“This erop is not gniy plentiful, put 
will be sold at a reasonable price. e 
cost of corn is dropping every day. In 
proportion to the cheapness of'corn to 
the farmers we shall have reflected low- 
er prices of such commodities as milk 
and meat. One’‘of the delays in the 
movemént of thé corn crop has been 
the shortage of cars. 

“Corn is really one-half of our food 
and this extraordinary crop of approx- 
imately three and a quarter billion 
bushels is the certain economic remedy 
for higher prices.” 

Now that Mr. Hoover has promised 
relief, let poultry keepers speak up 
and demand that proper laws and rul- 
ings be put into effect so that the 
producers of poultry and eggs may be 
able to have a fair profit while trying 
to help the government increase its 
meat supply. 

It is not enough thet the department 
of agriculture put out men to induce 
farmers and villagers to raise more 
poultry.

MORE BEER FOR BRITAIN. 


“The news dispatches from:London, Eng- 
land, the other day contained a brief item 
to the effect that— 

The food controller has issued an or- 
der permitting brewers to increase their 
"present output by 20 per cent in the 
first quarter of the new year. The order 
also permits an additional increase of 
13% per cent for brewers supplying 
“necessary munition areas.” 

Possibly a good reason exists for such an 
order, but Americans accustomed to Great 
Britain’s never-ending appeal for more food- 
stuffs to feéd its population naturally would 
like to know what it is. 

We are told, as we have been over and 
over again for the last year or more, that 
unless we practice greater food economy 
and eliminate food waste to a greater de- 
gree than ever before, we will be unable to 
supply our European war associates with 
the foods—especially grains and sugar— 
they must have from us to keep them alive. 
We are told—as though intelligent people 
need be told—that unless England and 
France are fed they cannot fight, and if 
they cannot fight, the cause for which we 
and they together are fighting may be lost. 

Therefore, this nation has stopped the 
conversion of foodstuffs into ardent spiritu- 
ous beverages for the duration of the war, 
has submitted to the various states a pro 
posal to place the country on a permanent 
prohibition basis, and has invoked an execu- 
tive policy curtailing the beer and wine pro- 
duction and ordering a reduction of the alco- 
holic contents of what is to be manufac- 
tured. | 

All—liquor advocates and prohibitionists 
alike—are free to admit that our anti-alco 
holic beverage activities have been actuated 
in very great measure by our zeal to pro- 
vision England, France and Belgium and to 
hasten the end of the war—that but for the 
necessity of food conservation, due in large 
measure to Europe’s extremity, the meas- 
ures we have taken toward national prohi- 
bition probably would not have been in- 
voked, at any rate, for some years to come. 

It, seems hardly reasonable, therefore, for 


| England to permit an increase in the manv- 


facture of alcoholig beverages from the food- | 
stuffs we are enabled, or hope to be enabled, 
to export by reason our curtailing our 
output and our indulgence in those very 
same non-essentials!

THE FERTILITY OF HATE,

London.—“Ill weeds grow apace,” as all 
the world knows, But of all weeds hate is 
the most prolific in its growth. The seed of 
hate grows a rich harvest in the hate that 
“answers it. his is a commonplace, but” it 
is a truth on which wordly wisdom should 
reckon. 
prolific in everyday life a harmful word or 
deed is; how generally it earns more than 
its meed of resentment? 

Now all hostile acts are by their nature 
acts of hate, but, there is a great difference 
between them, for they are pardonable ‘in 
unequal degrees. The less pardonable they 
are, the more forethought they require. If 
you stab a man in the back, be very sure 
that the blow is fatal, and pick a man who 
has no friends. Also make ¢ertain that the 
law is not strong enough to punish you. This 
is cynical but prudent advice. Germany 
would have done well to heed it. Maneuver- 
ing for position by violating Belgium, she 
thought to stab France in the hack. Dut the 
blow was not fatal, and France had many 
friends. Moreover, it seems now that Ger- 
many made a further error of judgment. 

She assumed that the law was not strong 
enough to punish her. But half the civilized

Careless of the 
fertility of hate, she committed act after act 
that must inevitably breed hate. These acts 
were apparently committed in pure wanton- 
ness, for none of them have hitherto brought 
her any considerable material advantage. It 
is high time that she bethought her of the 
harvest awaiting the sickle. You cannot 
‘sow hate and reap love.

Never- 
theless, the deep and natural resentment 
against Germans which has been aroused in 
the breasts of a great part of the world’s 
inhabitants would not be lightly removed if 
Germany made submission and ended the 
war tomorrow. But if the obstinacy of her 
leaders prolongs the war for many more 
months, thereby enforcing further suffering 
and loss upon humanity, it is certain that 
the time of the world’s forgivennes will be 
very seriously postponed, and that the right 
of the world’s wrath will—for Germany—be 
very terribly increased.

“Strange Experiences” Make

Editor Constitution: In today’s Consti- 
tution there is a short editorial on the coal) 
situation in Atlanta, You make it very clear 
that, at the present rate things are going, we 
will soon have to warm ourselves by burn- 
ing board fences or using the promises re- 
ceived from Washington. 

You also refer to the opinion of the fuel 
administrator who, it would seem, thinks we 
have more coal than we think we have. It 
is upon this point, I desire to make a sugges- 
tion.

| alternative, as President Wilson has rightly 


stated, involves action which it is not for 
those outside Germany to advocate. Ger- 
many must save herself in her own way, 
but the fact remains that with her present 
rulers it is possible to‘ treat only on the 
basis of guarantees that cannot be broken. 
To leave an autecratic Germany with power 
for future aggression is unthinkable. 
Rather than that. the war must continue 
till the weight of numbers leads to a com- 


plete and inevitable decision. 
However, the war ended, it would have 
accomplished little—for even the destruc- 


tion of a nation is a small matter in evo- 


lutionary history—unless belief in an evil 
fallacy were finally destroyed. German ag- 
gression is largely based on the theory that 
the lawless violence which most engenders 
hate can be made to pay. The one thing 
which the war has proved, and that its re- 
sults may prove still further, is that hate 
is an evil seed which produces a crop poi- 
sonous to the sower. Until Germany has 
learned this lesson there can. be no peace 
worthy of the name.

ATLANTA Y. M. C. A. 
FOR KEY WEST POST 


Following thirty years of service aa a city 
secretary of the Young Men's Christian as- 
sociation, a career which commenced in Dal- 


‘las, Texas, on January 1, 1888, J. P. Jackson 


will take charge . tomorrow of the Army and 
Navy Y. M Cc. A. buildings as camp secre- 
tary at Key West, Fila. 

For the past nine and one-half years 
Mr. Jackson has served as city executive 
secretary of the Atlanta Y. M. C. A.,, coming 
here from Birmingham, where he acted as 
city executive secretary for five years. The 
fourth city in which he saw service was 
New Orleans. ; 

When Mr. Jackson came to Atlanta in 
1908 he found the old Y. M. C. A. building too 
small and cramped with the 800 men and 
boys which he soon placed on its member- 
ship rolls. He was instrumental in securing 
the co-operation of prominent Atlantans to 
the end that a $600,000 campaign fund has 
been raised which built the new Y. M. C. A. 
building at a cost of $375,000 in 1918, adding 
$28,000 to the-Y, W. C. A. fund for its pres- 
ent building, and making possible the former 
branch at Georgia Tech, the present quarters 
of the Railroad Y. M. C. A. branch, and the 
hew Negro Y. M. C. A. building now nearing 
completion, which will be a branch of the 
central association. 

During Mr. Jackson's term ase city execu- 
tive secretary, the membership of the Luckie 
street association nearly trebled, having 2,300 
members a yearago. This number has since 
fallen off to 1,700 as a result of the war. 

In consequence the Atlanta central branch 
Y. M. C. A. has a roll of honor with approx- 
imately 400 names of members who are now 
in “service, for it is the type of young man 
who frequents the Y¥. M..C. A. Symnasiums 
of the country who is first to volunteer or 
go to war.
